The Slope Delegations, Jubilant Over the 
Brightening Prospects of the Noble Ro- 
man, ‘‘Unbale” Their Bandanas and Don 
Their Silk Hats to Greet Victory—How the 
Indiana Delegation Is Working for Gov. 
Gray—Delegate Wm. R. Morrison’s Atti- 
tude— Meeting of the National Committee 
The Parade on Tuesday and the Pyro- 
technic Display on Wednesday Evening— 
Convention Sentiment—Notes. 


Sections of several delegations to the Na- 
tional Democratic Convention arrived 
last night. At the various headquarters 
the chief topic of conversation was the an- 


* nouncement that Thurman would accept the 


nominstion for Vice-Presiden. Yester- 
day afternoon Senator Gorman called the 
Maryland delegation together, and it was ex- 
pected that he would then give out the tip, 
but he dismissed them without transacting 
any business and the majority of the delega- 
tion took in the races. Congressman Scott 
circulated among the delegates, but 
expressed no opinions. The Indiana 
men held a conference and elected 
Jobn G. Shanklin of Evansville 
Chairman, and J. L. Henderson of Kokomo, 
Secretary of delegation. The further busi- 
ness was no‘ given out, as the delegates did 
not deem it ot any public importance. The 
news from Columbus made the California 
men happy. They were the first on the field 
and the first to give the Thur- 
man cry. Last night they were con- 
vinced that they had picked the 
winning horse, and were joyful in conse- 
quence. The bale of bandanas was ripped 
open unceremoniously and eaca member of the 
delegation was given a bandana, which he 
wore in his top coat pocket. The delegation 
silk hats agreed on forthe uniform headgear 
of the Californians were also taken 
from the band-boxes to celebrate the 
arrival ofthe good news. The Californians 
then held a meeting in their new quarters on 
the ground floor of the Southern Hotel just 
north of the western entrance. They felt so 
good over the news of Thurman’s willingness 
to accept and his probable visit to this city 
that the whole session of the delegation was 
devoted to the consummation of arrangements 
for the success of the social features of the 
visit. It was decided by the Oregon and Ne- 
vada delegations to accept the offer of the 
Californians to share headquarters. The three 
delegations will be divided into sub-commit- 
tees, one of which will at all times, except 
during Convention sessions, be atthe head- 
quarters to do the honors. 

The joy of the Califernians and the general

Chairman. Mr. Shan- 
klin is a delegate-at, 
large and editor of the 
Senator Voorhees. Evansville Courier. He 


was elected Secretary of State in 1878, and ran 
again for the office in 1880 when he waa de- 
feated with the rest of the Democratic ticket, 
on which Gray was candidate for Lieutenant- 
Governor. John L. Henderson, editor of the 
Kokomo Dispatch, was chosen Secretary of 
the delegation. 

It was expected that Senators Turpie and 
Voorhees would arrive last night, but when 
they did not appear, the meeting—delayed 
until ＋ 9 o’clock—was held. It was 
learned that the situation was canvassed and 
the delegates assigned to work in the interest 
of the State candidate. The election of Simon 
P. Sheerin of Indianapolis to be National Com- 
mitteeman, in the stead of Austin H. Brown, 
was — into formally, although that matter 
had been virtually decided upon before. Mr. 
Brown retires from choice aiter eleven years 
service on the committee. 

The most active member of the committee 
is OC. C. Matson. He heard early in the even- 
ing that Wm. R. Morrison of Waterloo, III,, 
late Congressman, now member of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and once a Vice- 
Presidential possibility, who had been counted 
asanableally of Gray had traneferred his 
allegiance to Thurman, He had along talk 
with Mr. Morrison, which evidently en- 
couraged him. Later he met the Vermont 
delegation on its arrival and almost single- 
handed pinned as many Gray badges on as 
many members as would commit themselves.

There is no use in 
disguising the fact that Gresham would make 
a very strong race in Indiana. His war record 
is excellent, and he has thousands of friends. 
Our men are fond of seeing one of their fellow- 
citizens in high office, and if the Indiana 
Democrats think that they are slighted, and 
left out in the cold by the Democrats, they 
would be only too likely to vote the Repub- 
lican ticket. The Grand Army vote 16 also 
very strong, and if they saw two civilians 
nominated on the Democratic ticket, and not 
one soldier, whilethe Republican ticket was 
headed by a gallant officer, the consequences 
would be most disastrous.

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THURMAN. 

Our+dispatches of last night tell the 
story-of a Thurman boom spreading like 
an inspiration and gathering strength as 
it grows. By the time the Convention 
meets it promises to hold its place not less 
firmly than the spirit which compels the 
renomination of CLEVELAND, and to com- 
plete the work of transforming the Con- 
vention into an enthusiastio ratification 
meeting. 

McDONALD lost his chance of succeed- 
ing HENDRICKS by fighting alosing battle 
as attorney for the Bell telephone monop- 
oly against Indiana’s telephone legisla- 
tion. His furious protest when the Demo- 
cratic State Convention threw him over 
and named Gray for Vice-President gave 
a severe back-set to the idea of nominat- 
ing an Indiana man for Vice-President, 
and turned all eyes to THURMAN. 

The manner in which the Old Roman” 
has been slighted by the Administration 
and by his party in Ohio is one of the 
sorest spots in the memory of the 
Democracy of the Union. His nomination 
by acclamation would have a soothing 
effect in all the States, and especially in 
the West, and would greatly strengthen 
the ticket in New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut, where THURMAN is known of 
all men as the most distinguished jurist 
and statesman among living Democrats. 

The idea of having this “Grand Old 
Man““ as a counselor and monitor in the 
easy and dignified position of Vice-Presi- 
dent should be as pleasing to Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND as it is popular in every section of 
the Union. It will be something of an 
amende honorable to one whom the party is 
conscious it has not appreciated at his 
true worth. It will add to theticket more 
of the prestige of intellect, learning and 
character than auy other nomination for 
second place as yet suggested. It is not 
probable that any other name would make 
the ticket stronger in Indiana, in view of 
the McDonald-Gray disturbance, and as 
for Ohio, THURMAN’sS name might make 
that a doubtful State, if things go wrong 
for her at Chicago, and in any event it 
would make the fight so close in 
Ohio that the Republicans could 
not concentrate all their efforts 
and money on New York. Mr. TILDEN 
came within 7,000 votes of taking Ohio 
from Hayes, and if the Democrats who 
elected PaYNE over THURMAN are inclined 
to make amends to the party they offend- 
ed by that act there is every reason to 
suppose THURMAN would be stronger in 
Ohio than TILDEN was. 

Both RaNDALL and Scorr of Pennsylva- 
nia are for him and the assurance of the 
Pacific Coast delegates that they can 
carry their section for a ticket with his 
name on it seems to settle the question of 
availability. There seems to be noserious 
obstacle since Mr. THURMAN has intimated 
a willingness to yield to an uncontested 
nomination, and all the indications now 
point to such a result.

THe Interstate Commission suspended 
the long and short haul clause as to our 
Pacific roads on the ground that such in- 
dulgence was unecessary to enable them to 
compete with the Canadian Pacific, which 
was not subject to our law. So they went 
to work and got an agreement from the 
Canadian Pacific to cease competing for 
Missouri River traffic in return for a dif- 
ferential which it was to be allowed on 
Eastern coast traffic. Then having shut 
out all competition by allowing a subsidy 
to the Pacific Mail Steamship Co., the Pa- 
cific railroad pool- at once raised both 
through and local rates as high as the 
traffic would bear, and the most intolera- 
ble discriminations were enforced against 
intermediate points, until Denver called 
the attention of the Commission to the 
fact that rates on produce from San Fran- 
cisco to Denver were higher than from 
San Francisco to Kansas City. On the 
complaint of so large a place as Denver, 
the Commission mustered up pluck 
enough to investigate, and finding the 
complaint true, gave the roads sixty days 
in which to revise their rates. This is the 
sort of child’s play that has made almost a 
nullity of the interstate law. 
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Ir Mr. Murs and the Democratic. cau-- 


cus keep on yielding to members who 
want subsidies for pet industries in their 
‘‘deestrioks,’’ they will soon make their 
reformed tariff worse than the war tariff 
they are trying to reform. Putting an ad 
valorem duty on works of art is a dis- 
crimination in favor of cheap and worth- 
less daubs, and can protect nothing.

The Emperor Frederick finally refused to 

sign or allow to be published to-day the Dill 

prolonging the duration of the Prussian Diet. 

Prince Bismarck, on behalf of the Ministers 

for the Kingdom of Prussia, tendered their 

resignations. The Emperor, who was excited 
to such a degree asto alarm Dr. Mackenzie, 
decided to accept them atonce and will take 
time to consider the situation. It is the gen- 


| eral opinion that the Emperor will stand firm. 


The excitement in Berlin over the crisis is 
tremendous. 
A HYDE PARK DEMONSTRATION. 

The licensing clauses of the local Govern- 
ment bill will kill the measure, if persisted in. 
The hostility to them is increasing and is con- 
fined to no party, and it is manifested most 
strongly by temperance men. One of those im- 
mense mass-meetings peculiar to London when 
any considerable portion of the community is 
deeply moved, was held at Hyde Park this 
afternoon to protest against the wickedness 
and the extravagance of compensating publie 
cans, The Government must yield to these at- 
tacks from all sides, and is said to be 
already prepared to offer a compromise on 
the objectionable clauses. The Hyde Park 
demonstration was an immense success. 
Fully 70,000 well-dressed people were on the 
ground. The weather was fine, and the day 
was madeaspecial holiday by the temper- 
ance organizations. Processions bear- 
ing handsome banners and including hun- 
dreds of wagons filled with children dressed 
in white and singing temperance songs were 
passing in and out of the gates of the park 
for hours before and after the meeting. The 
streets were filied until sunset with groups of 
innocent revellers. Such a cheerful speoc- 
tacle has never been witnessed be- 
fore on such an occasion. Hyde 
Park assemblies are usually deplorabie in 
appearance. Churches and chapels as well as 
the temperance organizations contributed to 
the vast assemblage. Resolutions utterly con- 
demning the compensation clauses were 
adopted on the sound of the trumpet unani- 
mously aud simultaneously at the seven or 
eight stands by which the meeting was divid- 
ed. It wasevidentfrom the participation of 
the churches, an unusual incident in such 
demonstrations, that compensation proposals 
have seriously injured the Government with 
all religious bodies. 


THE PAPAL RESCRIPT. 

The Irish people have got over their dismay 
at the Papal rescript. The explanations of the 
Bishops and reassuring advices from 
Rome have contributed to a better understand- 
ing of the terms. The declarations of the 
Arch-Bishop and Bishops at Clonliffe that the 
Holy Father had assured them that he had no 
intention to oppose the national cause is con- 
strued into open support and it is believed 
will contribute to its ultimate success. 
A symptom of this change of opinions 
is the fact that old Joseph McKenna, an aris- 
tocratic member of the Parnellite party, sit- 
ting in the House of Commons, on being ap- 
plied to refused to sign a protest against 
the rescript. He declared that it in no wise 
condemned the principle of home rule. 
Therefore it behooved Catholics to accept the 
decree with reverent loyalty to the holy 
father. 

Sheriff Burke of County Olare, while riding 
near Scariff, was shot at from behind a 
hedge.

The horse was killed by 
the bullet. The assassin fled and has not yet 
been caught.

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spond to recent orders issued in Russia. This 
week two Americans, on their way to 88. 
Petersburg upon a matter of business requir- 
ing some expedition, were stopped at Wirbalien 
and although they had passports obtained at 
the American Legation in London, they were 
piaced under arrest. At Konigsberg they 
were locked up like criminals and only per- 
mittedto go on after vexatious delays, and 
police surveillance, This unusual severity 
upon the borders of two great countries 
where only nominal Inspection of travelers 
has existed for many years has created an un- 
easiness which always follows any- 
thing occurring out of the usual 
way in the abnormally strained con- 
dition of affairs in Europe. If France 
retaliates by adopting similar regulations 
against German travelers there will soon be a 
serious basis for quarrel. It is certain that 
France must take some notice of this most ag- 
gressive act of Germany, not at all warranted 
by any facts known to the general public. 


OUTSPOKEN SENTIMENT. 

This sentiment is plainly expressed by Mr. 
Laur, Deputy from St. Etienne, in his paper 
La France, in which he says: Not to repiy 
to Germany would be cowardice; to provoke 
her would be crime. Tooth for tooth is the 
sentiment that must dictate our con- 
duct, We ought long ago to have 
created a vast military district along 
the whole of our German border. We should 
have prevented the ingress of Germans in our 
Vosges outposts. Germany keeps us out of 
her Metz and Strasburg camps. Let us, too, 
keep out Germans from our strong- 
holds, Toulon, Verdun, Paris! It 
is necessary to enact as _ article 
first, a zone is created in northeast of France 
within the line passing through Rouen and 
Geneva into which German subjects shall not 
be permitted to enter without a passport 
issued by the French Ambassador in Ber- 
lin. In fact, simply take the decree 
published by Landes’ Zeitung substituting 
for the word German wherever it occurs 
that of French. I will lay a bill to the above 
effect on the table of the Chamber of Deputies. 
We shall see what reception it will meet with 
from patriots in Parliament.“ 

Here in England the current belief is that 
Bismarck is not unwilling to have another 
war scare to assist in obtaining further 
money supplies for the army. I have been 
told by high military authority that Germany 
has discovered that the rifle at present in 
general use in her army is a failure, when 
compared with the Lebel rifle, now in the 
hands of the entire French army. 
The latter weapon is 0 superior 
to the German equipment that German 
authorities have determined to re-equip the 
entire army. To do this a great sum of money 
will be needed and relying upon France’s in- 
vincible determination to avoid war, the 
authorities can play a very dangerous game of 
alarm in order to carry out the desired ends. 


OLIPHANT’S CAREER. 

Lawrence Oliphant, who sailed for New York 
last Saturday, isthe advance prophet of the 
new religion. Oliphant has had a most re- 
markable career. He has occupied one of the 
highest places in English society as author of 
a satirical society novel, Piccadilly.“ He is 
well known in the United Stutes. He has 
been a traveler in every country, 
and as a hunter, adventurer and 
keen observer has written many delightful 
works. After years of adventurous wander- 
ing he settled on London and became a 
member of Parliament for Stirling. His 
family name, literary reputation and 
great abilities caused him to be eagerly 
welcomed everywhere. Without a 
word of warning he resigned his 
seatin Parliament and disappeared. When he 
was next heard of he was working as a day 
laborer in a settlement of religious commun: 
ists in South America. From years of proba- 
tion there, Oliphant graduated to a Hh posi- 
tion in the new religion. He married 
a lady who believed as he did 
and the two retired to Syria 
to prepare a new book of revelations. Mrs. 
Oliphant died at their summer cottage at 
Haifa before the work was done. Oliphant 
built a temple, where he says he lived in 
communication with his wife’s spirit until 
this book of later revelations was completed. 
Tnis book is now upon the eve of 
publication in London and it is understcod 
that it will be circulated in New York soon 
after the distinguished prophet’s arrival in 
New York. 

ENGLISH MANSIONS FOR SALE. 

American millionaires seeking titles to no- 
table English country seats will find two his- 
toric places at auction the coming month. The 
first house is Strawberry Hill, Twickenham, 
the famous residence of Horace Walpole. 
Later it was the residence of Countess Walde- 
grave. Thesecond house also in Twicken- 
ham is Marble Hall, once owned by the 
noted Mrs. Fitzherbert. The house was 
originally designed by Lord Burlington and 
Lord Pembroke for Henrietta Howard after- 
wards Countess of Suffolk. George II. 
was known to have contributed £12,000 
towards its completion. Some of the 
rooms of this mansion are noted for their ma- 
hogany floors, while the same wood is exten - 
sively used for staircase and panelling. In 
Cobbett’s Memorial of Twickenham it is 
stated that Pope superintended the laying out 
of the gardens while Dean Swift was respon- 
sible for the original stocking of the cellar.

A NOBLE TURFMAN. 

The Dukeof Portland, on accountof his 
carrying off the blue ribbon of the Derby, has 
become the prominent figure of the day. Al- 
though the Duke has been on the 
turf only since 1881 he has had 
phenomenal success, He is now only 81 
yearsofage. He is tall, dark, with clear 
color and very regular features, His forehead 
is broad, bis eyes blue, large and clear, his 
nose. straight, his mouth full-lipped 
and shaded by a brown, short moustache. 
He is now the most prominent nobleman in 
sporting circles. He is at present Master of 
the Horse and is the sixth Duke of the present 
title. 

THE DECCAN SCANDAL. 

Nothing in the way of Doodle scandal with 
us can compare with the revelations now 
being brought out in the investigation by the 
House of Commons of the Hyderabad Deccan 
scandal.

Blackmailing an American Family—A New

lent if attention was not generally occu- 

pied by the vexatious results of the 
law enforcing passports on all persons 
traversing the frontier of Alsace, This law 
came Into effect yesterday and this morning I 
was atthe Gare de l'Est to hear complaints 
from several travelers who had been turned 

back at Deutsch Avricourt for want of pass- 

ports.Among them was an American gentioman 

who is going to put the matter into the hands 
of the legation here. This gentieman in com- 

mon with many fellow-sufferers had taken the 

Orient express at Paris with the intention of 
reaching Janey Avricourt. They were 

warned by the French authorities that 

it would be useless to continue their 
journey if they were unprovided with 

passports. However, they continued onward, 

reaching Deutsch Avricourt at 2 o’ clock in the 

morning. Everybody was forced to alight 

and none but German holders of passports 

were allowed to continuetheir journey, The 

others were sent back to Igney Avricourt on 

foot, escorted by officers, but not until 

their luggage had been inspected 

and taxed and sums to cover its return to the 

French frontier stations extorted. Among 

these unfortunate travelers was a 

French merchant, who was on his way to his 

dying fatner, to whose bedside he had been 

summoned by telegraph. The Germans 

laughed at his piteous entreaties to be 

allowed to continue his journey. Many 

of the travelers were women who suffered ex- 

tremely by the long night march and were 

forced to remain in the waiting-rooms at 

Igney. 

AMERICAN ARTISTS RECOGNIZED. 

The Salon has been very successful in re- 
spect of the allotment of honors to American 
artists. No very high awards have been made, 
but the Americans have secured sub- 
stantial recognition of their talents. 
Ridgway Knight, Walter Gay and one or two 
others obtained third-class medals in the 
painting section.

A BLACKMAILING ATTEMPT. 

A shameful attempt to extort money from 
an American family resident in Paris 
has been made this week by 
a paper which has acquired considerable 
notoriety by systematic blackmailing. 
Certain domestic difficulties existing in this 
household having reached the knowledge of 
the man who controlsthis department of the 
paper an application for hush-money was 
made to the husband, a well-known American 
gentieman. On his refusal to comply 
with the request a paragraph of 
the most scandalous kind was inserted 
in the sheet. At the same time the gentleman 
was informed that unless hush money was 
forthcoming names which were suppressed in 
the first paragraph would be published. 

The taste displayed in Vanderbilt's Louis 
XV. boudoir has inspired leaders of fashion 
here.

HUGO’S NEW WORK. 

The book of the season is Victor Hugo’s 
**Toute la Lyre,’’ published yesterday in two 
volumes. It contains a variety of styles, The 
book is, however, commercially speaking, a 
failure. Hugo’s booksellers tell me that it 
does not sell. Advance orders have been 
small. The grand national edition so luxuri- 
ously prepared, the issue of which 
was commenced shortly after the poet's 
death, has been a flat failure, and proceedings 
have in many cases had to be taken to induce 
subscribers to continue payment of their sub- 


scriptions. 
AT THE THEATERS. 


First nights have occupied critics at 
various theaters during the week. 
A screaming farce entitled: ‘‘Five Francs 
of a Parisian OCitizen,’’ is drawing 
large crowds to the Latin quarter. The story 
is that of a spree of an old silk merchants 
whose rule in life is never to spend more than 
a dollar at a time on his pleasures. He is 
taken to dinner at a lively resort and gets 
intoxicated. He is then prevailed upon by 
some fast young woman to spend about 
six thousand times that amount in a few 
hours. At the Galete last night a comic opera 
by De Courcelle Wengel was presented. It is 
called The Queen's Dragoon. The play is 
set in the Eighteenth Century and is sufficient- 
ly immoral to have some success in Paris. 
The music is a pot-pourri of souvenirs. 
Wenzel’s memory has been more actively ex- 
ercised than his imagination, 


SELF-INVITED GUESTS. 

At the beginning of this season a band of 
elegantly dressed young men who had con- 
stituted themselves into a club called Les 
Francs Tireurs used systematically to attend 
various receptions, balls and solrees to 
which they had never been invited, 
raiding the buffet, and in some instances 
carrying off valuable property. In conse- 
quence of various scandals, hostesses have 
become very stringent in their regulations. 
Ata ball guests are invariably requested to 
bring their cards of invitation with them, 
however well known they may be to the 
servants of the house. At most ot the houses 
no one is allowed to pass unless he can pro- 
duce bis invitation. 

Ladies are giving up the 5 o'clock tea craze 
imported from England. Eight o'clock tea is 
now the fasnion. In the matter of dress great 
laxity is allowed. Ladies can call in walking 
dresses, Gentlemen are seen in the best 
salons in short jackets and round hats. sun- 
day dinners are now fashionable, at which 
the decorations and service are as rustic as 
possible and where beer and cider servea 
from stoneware jugs replaces hock, claret or

THE STANDING ANNOUNCEMENT IN THE 


SHERIDAN BULLETINS. 
* 


The Stricken Soldier Passes a Quiet Day 
Slight Coughing Followed by Comfort- 
able Slumber and Rest—Scenes and In- 
cidents at the Sheridan Mansion — A 
Beautiful Picture—The Tariff Debate— 
Congressional Preceedings—Washington 
News. 


By Telegravh to the Post-DIsPATCH. 

WasHINGTON, D. C., June 2.—Gen. Sheridan 
has passed a comparatively comfortable day. 
He has coughed but little, his respiration has 
been attended with less labor than on yester- 
day, and there has been no diminution 
in the powér of the heart pulsation. He has 
slept lightly for several hours since daybreak 
and appears to have gained a littie strength. 
His indomitable will was as 
strong as ever and his spirits 
amaze his experienced physicians no 
less than the manner in which his general 
system has withstood the attacks of disease. 
Upon the whole, were it not for the in- 
sidious character of the enemy with whom 
he is destined ever to comcat, even should he 
recover, his condition would to-day 
be looked on as  presaging conva- 
lescence. His physicians, even when is- 
suing the most encouraging bulletins, say 
nothing of recovery and offer to the members 
of the sick man’s immediate family the 
meagre consolation that he may 
yet be with them for a long 
time. The General slept for several 
hours, during which, after 10 o'clock, he grew 
very chilly, makihg it necessary to close 
the windows of the sick room. Now 
and then a muffled cough could be 


heard by the reporters, who at 
nightfall resumed the vigil which has now 
been kept up for morethan a week. Across 
the hall from the Geueral's apartment the light 
shone brightly until after midnight, when 
the doctors retired, leaving the trained nurse 
and a Sister of Charity with the sick man. 
The General’s faithful valet, Dick, lay 
stretched on a sofa in the hail just outside 
the door, ready to respond to a call, 
MRS. SHERIDAN, 

who was really more exhausted than her hus- 
band bythe exciting events of the day, at- 
tendant upon the receipt of the General’s pro- 
motion, slept heavily during the greater part of 
the night. Once or twice she left her bed to 
enter the sick room, but upon finding the Gen- 
eral resting she retired again. To-day she has 
received many friends, and appears much en- 
couraged by her husband’s improvement. 

The short summer night poser uvickly and 
the sick man awoke with the first rays of 
dawn. He seemed to be considerably re- 
freshed by his night’s repose, and after the 
nurse had bathed his 
with evident relish of chicken broth and pep- 
tonized milk—the diet to which his physi- 
cians, ever fearful of the results of an attack 
of indigestion, still confine him. The 
oedema which has continued to threaten 
bis lungs did not bring on the fit of coughing 
that the increased exertion of moving about 
and setting up in bed has heretofore 
produced, a fact which the doctors 
noticed with satisfaction. The change 
in the treatment of Gen. Sheridan’s 
case adopted upon the suggestion of Dr. Lin- 
coln is very generally commended by the 
medical fraternity of this city. A leading phy- 
sician, who has studied the case closely, said 
to a Post- DISPATCH§corres ondent to-night: 
Dr. Lincoln’s advice to relieve the system so 
far as might be of the oedema which has been 
gathering since the first attack bythe aid of 
the bowels, was thoroughly sound, though to 
the laymen the treatment may seem a little 
heroic. The watery serum in the blood, find- 
ing no customary outiet or absorption, perco- 
lated through the vessels, overcharged the 
cellular tissues and finally entered the abdo.- 
men and threatened the heart sac. Entry 
here would mean death 

ALMOST WITHOUT WARNING. 
The r of the case was much enhanced by 
attack of the serum upon the bungs,gradually 
filling =. the vessels and threatening suffo- 
cation. There are three channels known to 
4 — through which this oedema may 

e relieved, the skin, the kidneys and the 
bowels. The last named is by far the 
most effective, however, the most dan- 
gerous to a man in the weak condition 
of Gen. Sheridan, as it is violent and exhaust- 
ing. When Lincoln was called in, however, I 
have no doubt the case had reached a crisis 
and de saw at a glance that nothin 
but prompt and decisive action coul 
savethe sick man’s life. He therefore pre- 
scribed a mild cathartic that resulted in re-

THE EARLY BULLETIN. 

It was expected that the morning bulletin, 
would be issued before 9 o’clock, 
but the doctors did not hold consul- 
tation until after that hour and it 
was 9:40 when the attendant at the door signed 
to the waiting reporters that it was ready. It 
read as follows: 

Gen. Sheridan continues to hold his own. There 
bas been no return of alarming symptoms. He 
passed a fairly good night and had sufficient sleep.

Reminiscences of Sheridan.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., June 2.—Capt. John 

Schiey recalls a reminiscence of Gen. Sheri- 

dan, now that stories of the Chieftain are 


in order. Schley was a Captain in the 
First Brigade, irst Division, Fifth Army 
Corps, which brizade was composed of Mary- 
— and he was an eye-witness of the 
battle of Five Forks, at the time Sheridan sent 
Gen. Warren to the rear. Schley saw Warren as 
he rode wats ¢ but whatever depressing effect 
it might ave had upon the troops it 
was speediiy dissipated when 
idan went down the line imme- 
diately in front of the enemy and 
under a heavy fire. The sight was so inspir- 
ating that the men were almost delirious with 
excitement and cheered until they were fairly 
exhausted. 

„Iwill never forget how he rode, said 
Schiey, ‘‘straight as an arrow, unmindfal of 
the storm of bullets which saluted 
him from the enemy as he flew by, 
and although the shells made his 
staff dodge it had no effect on him. I never 
knew why Warren was sent to the rear. The 
corps had the greatest confidence in him, 
and he was familiarly known by nis 
men as ‘Ibe Indian,’ owing to his 
long dlack hairs high cheek-bones and 
swarthy complexion. He was a good officer, 
but Sheridan was better. There was not 
a «reat deal of fighting on that day, 
hundreds of the rebel soldiery rushing 
to us and throwing down their arms. My 
brigade must have passed 2,000 of them to the 
rear. This was only a few days before the 
surrender of Lee.’’

Murderer Kennett Convicted.

LACROSSE, Wis., June 2.—The jury in the 
Kennett murder trial brought in a verdict of 
murder in the first degree. The crime for 
which Albert Kennett will suffer the ex- 


treme penalty of the law was the 
unprovoked murder of Annte Daniel,a woman 
of the town. A lover of the woman, a 
railroad employe, found the dead body of his 
mistress one morning two months ago in a 
room occupied-by them. The dead woman lay 
on the floor, the carpet and her own clothing 
being saturated with kerosene. A number of 
candles burned nearly to 
were laced near the 
body. The supposition is that the 
murderer used the candles so that when the 
burned down safliciently to ignite the oil 
saturated floor. In case of discovery 
before the body was entirely consumed, 
he could prove an alibi by showing 
that he bad not been near the house for 
hours before the fire broke out. Kennett 
was a. mutual friend of the lover 
and his mistress. He was found 
to have disappeared when the murder was 
discovered, but was arrested at Petersburg, 
III. A post-mortem examination showed that 
the woman died from chloroform or ether,ad- 
ministered in large doses. The main evidence 
against Kennett was given by Wm. Mousle 
who testified that the prisoner had confessed 
the murder to him.

So.Says Field Marshal Murat Halstead— 
Gresham’s Weakness—Depew’s Chances— 
Thurman’s Nomination for Vice-Presi- 
dent Would Strengthen Sherman’s 
Chances—Sherman Will Have Within 
One Hundred Votes of the Nominating 
Number—An Interesting Interview.

He has been 
in Washington a part of two 
days conferring with leading Re- 
publicans on the political outlook. He was in 
a very pleasant humor when seen by a 
reporter and said that Mr. Sher- 
man’s fences were in good condition. 
Regarding Mr. Blaine'“s position Mr. Hal- 
stead said that he had achieved the great- 
est place in our political history—above 
that ot Henry Clay. The nomination would 
bave te come to him unsought, but he had 
smothered any personal ambition he may 
have had for the good of his party. Mr.

CROPS IN THE NORTHWEST. 


The General Outlook Is Favorable, but More 
Rain Is Needed. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

St. Faul, Minn., June 2.—Crops in the 
Northwest are doing wellasa whole and the 
conditions continue favorable. The weather 
has been cold and there has beén light rains 
in the northern part of Minnesota and Dakota 
but there is yet a lack of moisture in the 
extreme northern counties. Crops are not 
suffering yet but unless rain comes within a 


few days the plant will not make much prog- 
ress. In the Red River Valley below Crooks- 
ton and Grand Forks there has been enough 
rain to keep the growing wheatin very good 
condition and the piant is ook - 
ing remarkably well. The farmers in that 
section say they expect an immense crop this 
year. In Southern Minnesota wheat Ts all 
sown, but some of it was putin very late. 
With good weather, however, there will be a 
better crop than last year, as there will be 
very little damage from chinch bugs, the cold 
weather having killed them off. It is said that 
in plowing up fields where the bugs were 
thick before the rains they are turned out in 
hugh masses, dead. In the vicinity of Zum- 
brota all grain is not yet in the ground, and 
the same is true around Waseca, owing to the 
rains of the past week. 

A Zumbrota correspondent says there has 
been but six clear days in five weeks, and 
only eleven — 1 in the past thirty-one that it 
has not rained. The weuther is clear now, 
however. The grass crep in Southern Minne- 
sota, which was a failure last year, will be 
very heavy this season.

SOME SMART PARROTS. 


TALKING BIRDS THAT HAVE REMARKABLE 
GIFTS OF GAB. 


The Ship Parrot That Taught 11,000 
Paroquets. to Sing ‘‘Nancy Lee 
Parrots That Do Police Duty—The Family 
Bird That Was Fond of Babies and 
Screamed at the Roasting of a Sucking 


HERE is in New York, 
owned by a well- 
known florist, a parrot 
that is named Sam 
Randall, and has 
been taught to shriek 
for a higher duty on 
parrots. Last Wednes- 
day morning,as along 
line of veterans in 
uniform passed along 
Twenty-third street to 
join the Decoration 
Day parade, a green 
parrot that sat ona 
young lady’s wrist and 
meditated on the pass- 

ing pageant from a parlor window, suddenly 
cried out: ‘‘Great guns, shoot the racket!’’ 
The drums and fifes went on playing, but the 
sagacity of the bird could not be questioned. 

Afew weeks ago a New York parrot pre- 
vented a burglary. Parrots have in a number 
ofcases been known to aid in the detection 
and punishment of criminals. This particular 
parrot belonged to the wife of James Wanham, 
night-watchman at the Newsboys’ Lodging 
House. It was sold to her bytwo young men 
in her rooms at No. 16 Chrystie street. When 
its vendors came back about 3:30 in the morn- 
ing afew nights afterwards and tried to rob 
Mrs. Wanham the bird they had sold her 
shrieked Papa, papa, until she waked up 
and scared the robbers away. 

Mrs. Wanham’s husband, Papa, was 
away, pursuing the nocturnal duties of his 
profession, but she identified the would-be 
burglars and they have been punished by law. 

CAUGHT A BURGLAR. 

There’s a parrot in Chicago, also, that is 
entitled to a pwanin the detective class. By 
an interesting coincidence it belongs to a man 
named H. A. Christy, and it also scared away 
burglars. The intruder was breaking in the 
sash ofa dining-room window, standing in 
the meantime on the window ledge, when he 
was startied by a cynical voice from within 
that requested him to ‘‘come off the 
perch.’’ Dead silence followed, and the 
scared intruder was encouraged to be- 
gin work again. Again, but in more 
emphatic tones, the parrot that he could not 
see commanded him to ‘‘come off the perch,’’ 
with an emphasis that left no room to his 
mind for anything but a hasty retreat. He 
did retreat, and the Christy parrot has been 
lionized since, not as much as were the geese 
that saved the capital of Rome from a mid- 
night assault, but still to a very satisfactory 
extent. Whether the Christy parrot’s vocab- 
ulary is confined to the one sentence that 
proved so effective is neither here nor there.

At the approach of 
the rainy season in its tropical home the 
parrotin its state of nature is said by ex- 
perienced travelers to utter constantly for 
weeks at a time a hoarse, vigorous expression 


that sounds not unlike damn it, with a 
long, shrill, rising inflection on the first and a 
sudden despairing drop on the second word. 
But this interpretation of one of the Bird’s 
native notes might well be applied to the silly 
practice of 
CALLING ALL PARROTS ‘‘POLLY.’’ 

Dogs are generally quoted in literature as 
„Dash, Tray and Sweetheart. Parrots in- 
variably as Polly. Some sailor, centuries 
ago, Whose heart was true to’’ his Poll,“ 
brought back to Ar from the strange 
equatorial climes he had visited a talking bir d 
he had named Pretty Polly’’ and taught to 
ask for crackers. It is the height of absurdity 
for that reason to condemn all parrots to so 
commonplace a name. The parrot is entitled 
far more than a dog or a horse or a cat to a 
name that means something, for it is the only 
creature lower than man in the scale of crea- 
tion that can, when lost, tell its name, and so 
aid in its restoration to its lawfulowner. Too 
great care cannot be exercised in the naming 
of these wise and often accomplished birds. 

Ouvier’s parrot knew enough under almost 
similar circumstances to follow up the attack, 
This famous bird did police duty at his mas- 
ter’s study door. On seeing a stranger it 
would cry: ‘‘What do you want with my 
master?’’ And wound continue, after re- 
ceiving answer: ‘‘Don’t talk too much!’’ 
Such a parrot to the hard-working New York 
editor would be worth all the office cats in 
Christendom.

A SINGING PARROT. 

A well-known New Yorker, whose pen and 
pencil have alike brought him money and

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HEBREW CHARITIES. 


THE RELIEF AND AID SOCIETIES SUPPORT-. 
ED BY ONE PEOPLE. 


Over $100,000 Annually Expended by the 
Hebrews of St. Louis for Synagogues and 
Benevolence—The United Hebrew Relief 
Association and Its Adjuncts—Home for 
Aged and Infirm  Isracelites—Other 
Means of Relief for the Destitute. 


HE estimates of the 
Hebrew population of 
St. Louis are 
and they vary widely. 
The number is some- 
where between ten 
and sixteen thousand, 
Some are regular in 
their attendance a 
=A bx) the synagogues, many 
others are never seen 
there. Ik all kept up 
their relations with 
the congregations of 
their people it would 
not be difficult to get 
an accurate statement 
of the total number 
in the city. This 
number—whether 
10,000 or 16,000—ex- 
pends annually for support of the synagogue 
and the various charities designed especially 
for the Hebrew people about $100,000. 
In addition all wealthy Hebrews in 
the city are accustomed to contributing to the 
Provident Association and other worthy 
charities. The amount mentioned is 
not all expended in St. Louls, 
though it is contributed here. 
There are several worthy institutionsin the 
country to which the Hebrews of St. Louis are 
accustomed to send amounts that go far toward 
the maintenance of such institutions. At the 
same time it is a well known fact that no des- 
titute Hebrew who is worthy of relief need ap- 
peal to any other than his own people for re- 
lief. For such there is the 
UNITED HEBREW RELIEF ASSOCIATION, 
of which Mareus Bernheimer is President 
and Albert Arnstein is Secretary. 
This association is in its aims a 
combination of the Mullanphy Fund and the 
Provident Association. It is designed to aid 
destitute Hebrews who come to the city, sup- 
plying their immediate wants as to food and 
clothing, and obtaining transportation for 
them to points where they have friends who 
will cage torx them. Young men who apply for 
relief are given as little as pure charity de- 
mands, for it is not the object of the associa- 
tion to pauperize the people. They are encour- 
aged to look for employment and are assisted 
in finding employment when that is practi- 
cable. Old persons, sick and infirm, are 
given much more attention and assistance. 
The association was founded in 1871, and has 
an office at 310 Locust street, where the Super- 
intendent, L. Wolfner, can be found. It ex-

Boys spend small fortunes and the best years 
of their lives learning the simplest truths in 
relation to journalism.

inches in circumference. This isa siow and 

. tedious way to obtain journalistic training. If 
this can be avoided or abbreviated it-will bea 
great boon. 

As I understand it, the department in Cor- 
nell University will not deal so much with 
actual newspaper experience as it will with 
construction and style in writing. This is 
certainly a good move, for we must admit that 
‘we can improve very greatly our style and the 
purity of our English. For instance, I select 
an exchange at random, and on the tele- 
graphic pageIfindthe details of a horrible 
crime.

As soon as the news of 
tuts success was carried by the wires to this 
‘eity, steps were taken to make suitable prep- 
‘arations for the entertainment of the ex- 
‘pected guests, committees were appointed, 
and the hall of the Merchants’ Exehange de- 


_  igided upon as the proper place for holdiug the 


wonvention. 
PREPARATIONS IN 1876. 

Having at that time less experience than at 
‘present in entertaining conventions, and also 
fewer festivities, the number of local commit- 
tees appointed were but four, half the 
number baving charge of the arrangements 
for the coming convention. Charles Speck 
was chairman of the Finance Committee, R. 
P. Tansey of the Transportation Committee, 
James H. Britton of the Reception Committee, 
and F. D. Lee of the Committee on Halls. Of 
these gentlemen but one, R. P. Tansey, holds 
achairmansh{p at the present time. Many 
gentiemen, however, who were members of 
the Citizens’ Committee at that time are 
among those to whom has been deputed the 
‘task of making preparations to receive the 
coming convention. John G. Priest, at that 
time National Committeeman from Missouri, 
and to whom wasina great measure due 
the selection of St. Louis as the place of 
meeting, exercised a general supervision over 
all arrangements. Among the National Com 
mitteemen at that time but five, W. H. Bar? 
num of Connecticut, M. M. Hamm of Iowa, 
Henry D. McHenry of Kentucky, M. W. Ran- 
som of North Carolina, and B. B. Smalley of 
Vermont hold similar positions on the present 
National Committee. The convention of 1876 
contrasted strongly with the one to be held 
this week in the fact that the leading candl- 
date, Samuel J. Tilden, had many and flerce 
opponents in his own party, and at an early 
Gay it became evident that a strong effort 
would be made to defeat him, Thomas A. Hen- 
dricks being supported by the anti-Tilden fac- 
tion. The inexperience of the St. Louisans in 
dealing with such a large gather- 
Ing unintentionally lent strength to 
the opponents of Mr. Tilden, who 
were not slow to take advantage of it. The 
hotel-keepers, never having been called upon 
to accommodate so great a throng, and one 
coming under similar conditions, took no 
steps to secure the patronage of those who at- 
tended the convention, expecting that; the 
matter of quartering the various delegations 
would be attended to as they might arrive. 
One gentleman, Mr. Clements of the Lindell 
Hotel, was an exception to this rule, and 
3 quietly took advantage ofthe inexperience of 
a —— He opened an office in Wash- 
. ton and called upon the various Congress - 

N men and committeemen, suggesting the ad- 
visability of quarters being secured at as early 
a date as possible. Being the only hotel re- 
Hresentative upon the ground, he secured 
nearly all the delegations, and, as was said by 
the proprietor of a rival hosteiry, the Lindell 
Hotel was practically the convention head- 


quarters. 
TAMMANY AT THE CONVENTION. 

The attention of Hon. John Kelly, the 
famous Tammany Sachem, and the most bit- 
ter opponent of Mr. Tilden, was directed to 
this state of affairs, and he determined to take 
advantage of it. Ascertaining what rooms 
had been secured by the National Committee, 
Kelly engaged spacious quarters for the Tam- 
many delegationin the immediate vicinity, 
and prepared to entertain all comers in a most 
lavish manner. Onthe Saturday before the 
meeting of the convention the advance guard 
ofthe Tammany delegation arrived, and on 
Monday the main body, in a special car and 
with two freight cars laden with the finest 
wines . and liquors, reached the 
city and occupied the spacious quarters 
assigned them, which at once became the 
center of the anti-Tilden influence. Election- 
ering on a grand scale at once commenced. 
A skirmish corps was organized whose duty it 
was to intercept every visitor to the National 
Committee rooms, bring him to Tammany 
headquarters, and endeavor by every means 
to secure bis influence, whether great orsmall, 
for Mr. Hendricks, or failing in that, for some 
Candidate other than Tilden. Detalls were 
made to other points, and the entire city most 
thoroughly patrolied by the Tammany light 
cavairy, hs inaugurated a system of elec- 
tioneeri seldom equaled in this —— 1 
and the like of which was never witnessed in 

Louis. As the delegates streamed in they 
were greeted by adherentsof Tammany before 
they bad fairly alighted from the trains, in- 
vited to make the Tammany headquarters 
their home and in every way influenced to 
8 the nomination of Tilden.

THE 

Until the first ’s session had been com- 
pleted and the o ization effected, but little 
excitement was manifested within the halls of 
the convention, the only notable feature be- 
ing the ruling of the Chairman that no motion 
was in order while a lady was on the floor 
directed against a delegate who endeavore 
to prevent Miss Couzins from offering her 
petition in favor of woman’s suffrage. This 
ruling met with loud applause, and was a de- 
cided relief to the dull routine 
of the preliminary crganization. At 
the hotels and on the streets, however, 
the greatest excitement was manifested, ris- 
ing in intensity as the day advanced. Badges 
bearing the names and likenesses vf the fav- 
orite leaders were scattered broadcast, Tilden 
and Hendricks badges being the most promin- 
ent, and as evening advanced cheers for fav- 
orite caddidates rang through the streets and 
the hotel corridors. The acme was reached 
on Tuesday night, the Hendricks delegation 
being most prominent, although the adher- 
nets ofthe New York statesman were dy no 
means silent in their expression of their 
admiration. John Kelly’s appearance was 
always the signalfor an outburst of cheers, 
he being recognized as the leader of the 
Hendricks movement. When the convention 
met,and after the platform had been adopted, 
which was disposed of with as great rapidity 
as possible, the nominations were in order. 
When Senator Kernan arose to place Mr. Til- 
den in nomination, a general silence fell over 
the assemblage, and hie address was listened 
to with marked attention. As soon as his re- 
marks were brought to a close, a perfect pan- 
demonium broke out. Delegates arose to their 
feet, waved their hats over their heads, 
cheered until the were hoarse, = some, in 
their excitement, leaped upon their chairs 
and threw their hats into the air, oareless of 
their recovery. It was fully five minutes be- 
fore the applause, in which — galleries 
joined, subsided sufficiently to allow speaking 
to proceed. 

KELLY’S APPEARANCE. 

Addresses went on with little or no inter- 
ruption until John Kelly arose to oppose the 
nomination. No sooner had he arisen than a 
scene of the greatest confusion ensued. His 
supporters danced with all their might, while 
those opposed to him endeavored to drown 
the shouts with hisses. Mr. Kelly remained 
on his feet for several minutes, unable to be 
heard, the Chairman’s gavel thundering in 
vain in an endeavor to bring order out of 
chaos. A threat to clear the — and a 
remark made by one of the delegates to the 
effect that the convention seemed to contain 
more than its proper proportion of geese, at last 
secured silence and Mr. Kelly was allowed 
to proceed. A similar scene of excitement, 
with the omission of the hisses, greeted the 
name of Hendricks, and then the convention 
quieted down forthe ballot, bat little atten- 
tion being paid to the names of the other can- 
didates presehted. When the roll of States 
was called forthe first ballot the announce- 
ment of the Chairman of each delega- 
tion was greeted with applause by either 
one party or another, and when the 
result was Bat et gr a general shout 
arose, the Tilden men cheering because their 
candidate was in the lead and the Hendricks 
supporters shouting because Tilden had 
failed of the —_ two-thirds majority. 
All, however, quickly composed themselves 
to the second ballot. 

THE FAMOUS SHOUTS. 

When the result was announced, showing 
Tilden.to have forty-three more than the 
requisite two-thirds—585 being cast for him—a 
shout that almost rent the roof went up. and 
allsembiance of order was lost. Delegates 
rushed and fro in wild excitement, shaking 
bands 1 with friends and cheering 
with all their might. No further business was 

ossible, the convention being obliged to ad- 
ourn because of the inability of the officers 
to curb the excitement. 

The night of Wednesday was one never 
equaled for excitement in this city sipce the 
close of the war. The visitors were nearly 
wild with enthusiasm, and would not control 
their ardor. Deafening cheers rang 
through all the hotels, and arties of 
twenty or thirty congregate on the 
street corners, needed only the mention of 
the successful candidate’s nameto burst out 
inte thundering applause. So vociferous a 
guthering bas seldom been seen, and the 
noise, sufficiently obstreperous from the time 
of the announcement of the nomination, was 
redoubled as one by one the Tammany chief- 
tains cameto the front and expressed their 
intention of heartily supporting the nominee. 
Hendricks’ nomination for the second place 
on the ticket was fully accorded by the Tilden 
men, andthoseewho had so fiercely opposed 
each other agreed to let r be bygones, 
and to permanently bury the hatchet, a cere- 
mony ‘Whi was performed with great 
solemnity, and which threatened ex- 
tinction to the large supply of iiq- 
uors of the city. Many did not 
complete the ceremony until the endof the 
week, and then ceased from exhaustion rather 
than inclination. The enthusiasm, however 
reached its height on Wednesday night, and 
oid Democrats look back to that day as the 
most vociferously glorious in their lives, the 
‘*shouts of 76“ having passed into a proverb. 

After the appointment of committees the 
convention, on Thursday, June 29, at 12:30 p. 
m., adjourned sine die after one of the flercest 
fights that had taken place for years. 

INCIDENTS OF THE GATHERING. 

After the adjournment the majority of the 
delegates returned at once to their 
homes, but a few choice spirits 
remained until the end of the week, 
and the sound of revelry by day and night was 
heard throughout the city. 

‘*] never saw men endowed with such a tal- 
ent for liquor as some of those New York fel- 
lows, said the manager of one of the hotels 
to a Post-DISPATCH reporter. Day affer day, 
and night after night they kept it up with 
scarcely a pause ior sleep, of which they 
seemed entirely independent, but their liba- 
tions appeared to have scarcely any percepti- 
bie effect upon them. Our most eminent local 
drinkers tackled those Tammany fellows only 
to succumb ingloriously, leaving their adver- 
saries apparently as fresh as ever. I used to 
think that entuckians knew some- 
thing about liquor, but they were innocent 
as children when compared with those New 
York men, some of whom ran for five days 
without stopping, and departed without man- 
ifesting any great fatigue from their exer- 
tions. I neversaw anything like it before, 
and hope I never willagain. A lot of them 
would run whooping through the halls in the 
middle of the night, making slumber impossi- 
ble, and I don’t think some of them slept an 
hour while they were here. They were a cau- 
tion, and no mistake.“ 

It may prove not devoid of interest to recall 
a few of the minent names of the con- 
vention of 1876. The platform was read by Gov. 
Wm. Dorsheimer of New York. The first 
name presented as a Presidential candidate 
wasthatofThomas F. Bayard of Delaware, 
nominated by Wm. G. Whitely of that State. 
Elijah Williams of Indiana nominated Thomas 
A. Hendricks, seconded by Melville W. Fuller 
of lilinois, the present nominee for the office 
of Chief Justice, and Gen. A. W. Campbell of 
Tennessee. Leon Abbott of New Jersey pre- 
sented the name of Joel Parker. Francis 
Kernan of New York nominated Gov. Tilden, 
and John Kelly spoke in opposition. Thos. 
Ewing named Gov. Wm. Alien of Ohio. Wm. 
A. allace of Pennsylvania named Gen. 
W. 8. Hancock. The name of Hendricks as 
a candidate forthe Vice-Presidency was pre- 
sented by Gov. Silas Woodson, and his elec- 
tion was unanimous. Miss Phawbe Cousine 
by special permission, presented a petition in 
fuvor of woman’s suffrage. Gen. John A. 
MoOlernand of Illinois was appointed Chair- 
man of the National Committee, Seven 
hundred and thirty-eight votes were cast, 
492 — necessary to achoice. The comin 
convention consists of 820 delegates, and 64 
votes are necessary to a choice.

GENESIS OF INSANITY. 


DR. HAMMOND DISCUSSES THE DIFFERENT 
TEMPERAMENTS. 


Their Liability to Insanity—The Classes of 
Temperaments — A Nervous Nature the 
Most Common—Women Formerly Consid- 
ered Most Nervous, But Business Men of 
To-Day Have This Temperament— The 
Cause and Effect of This. 


DOUBT very much if 
there is any such thing 
as the ‘‘Insane Temper- 
ament.’’ That is, an 
organic constitution 
characterized by certain 
mental and physical 
qualities which is uni- 
formly met with in 
those who are predis- 
posed to insanity. At 
least no such tempera- 
ment is recognized by physiologists or alien- 
ists of the present day. Systematic writers 
generally admit the existence of four distinct 
temperaments—the sanguine, the lymphatic 
or phlegmatic, the choleric or bilious, and the 
neryous. Every physician who has much to 
do with the treatment of insane persons has 
witnessed instances of mental derange- 
ment not only in individuals of each 
one of these temperaments, but in all 
their possible combinations. indeed it is rare 
to find a person in whom any one of the tem- 
peraments mentioned existsin ite pure and 
simple form, those of mixed temperaments 
being greatly in the majority. 

Perhaps the nervous temperament is the one 
which is most frequently met with uncom- 
bined with any other temperament or at least 
so greatly predominating as to obscure any 
other that may be present. This arises from 
the fact that it is the only temperament that 
can be acquired by mode of life. If there is 
any temperament which of itself predisposes 
to insanity itis the nervous. It may be well, 
therefore, to point out some of 

ITS CHIEF CHARACTERISTICS. 

The manifestations of nervous energy are 
markedly prominent and give peculiar im- 
press to the whole body and mind. The coun- 
tenance is usually pale andthe features thin 
and sharp; the pulse is quick, small and fre- 
quent, though not weak, the respiration act- 
ive, the chest and muscular system are 
generally not largely developed, the skin is 
dry and rough and the digestive functions are 
performed irregularly. 

In consequencé of the comparative weak- 
ness of the muscies persons of this tempera- 
ment easily became fatigued, though owing 
to the activity of the nervous system they 
quickly rally. 

Prompt to form opinions and to arrive at 
conclusions the subjects ofthe nervous tem- 
perament are not remarkable for stability of 
purpose. Their intellectual operations are 
rapid and brilliant, but at the same time not 
often persistent. Variety is constantly 
sought for, and the mental efforts like the 
physical are, as it were, spasmodic, full of 
energy while they last, but soon yielding to 
others. 

Women were formerly much more frequently 
the subjects of this temperament than men, 
but owing to the constant effort to get rich 
manifested by the male sex in recent times 
and the consequent extreme develop- 
ment of the emotional system and of 
certain faculties of the intellect it is 
now far more common with men. 
Indeed, Iam not sure but that in civilized 
communities, especially in the large cities of 
the United States, it has not become the pre- 


dominatin temperament. The man who 
day after day is kept upon a mental rack by 
that most barassing of all the emotione—anx- 
lety—will inevitably undergo such psychical 
and bodily changes as will change him from 
any other original temperament to the one 
under notice. Of all the temperaments it is 
particularly easy to be acquired. It is the out- 
come of civilization and refinement and 
probably but for these encies would 
never have arisen. Among barbarous nations 
it is almost unknown and savages never 
exhibit it; but it is common enough in Lon- 
don, Paris and New York and in men who, if 
they had lived a hundred years ago, would 
have been as phiegmatic asthe most typical 
Dutchman. 
VOLTAIRE AND FREDERICK THE GREAT 

ot Prussia are notable examples of the nerv- 
ous temperament. John Randolph and the 
late Gen. Nathaniel Lyon who was killed in 
the beginning of our civil war perhaps afford 
most remarkabie examples of it among dis- 
tinguished Americans.

are those which concern the nervous system. 
Thus, we have the various forms of neuralgia 
certain affections of the spinal cord, hysteria

INSANE PERSONS. 

In its normal manifestations the man of 
choleric temperament is characterized b 
firmness, decision and determination. H 
mind is quick to form a judgment, his will is 
active and powerful in the accomplishment of 
his purposes and his perseverance car- 
ries him over all difficulties. His 
emotions are vivid, but when it suits 
his 2 he keeps them under due 
control. He is irritable and sensitive and often 
vindictive, cruel and unscrupulous. Bold in 
the conception of a project, constant and inde- 
fatigable in its execution, it is among people 
of this temperament that we find those who in 
different ages have governed the destinies of 
the world; full of courage, boldness and ac- 
tivity, all have signalized themselves by great 
virtues or t crimes and have been the ter- 
ror or ad tion of the universe. Such were 
Alexander, Cesar, Brutus, Mahomet, Charles 
XII., the Czar Peter, Cromwell, Pope Sixtus 
V. and Cardinal Richelieu. 

Among men of science and letters who have 

ossessed the choleric temperament are 

ante, Newton, Spinoza, Galileo, Milton, Pas 
cal, Tasso, Rousseau, Goethe and Calvin. In 
this country we have as the most distin- 
guished representatives of the choleric tem- 

srament—Mr. Caihoun, Mr. Webster, Gens. 

rant, Sherman, Sheridan and Lee and Mr. 
Jefferson Davis. 


THE VARIETY OF INSANITY 
to which individuals of the choleric tempera- 
ment are especially liable when they become 
the subjects of mental disease is melancholia 
in all its forms and it often assumes with them 
the most terrible of all the phases of mental 
derangement—the suicidal and homicidal. 
The delusions which are most vuently met 
with in them are those which relate to injuries 
done them by others, or horrible crimes which 
they have themselves perpetrated. 
they refer to religious subjects and to the 
state of eternal damnation into which their 
souls to be plunged on account of the 
enormity of their sins. The idea 
have committed the ‘‘unpardonable sin’’ isa 
very common delusion with this class of luna- 
tics, and they will often walk the floor for 
days and nights a time wringing their 
hands, moaning and sobbing at the thought 
ever present of the awful punishment in store 
for them in the world to come. I know of no 
one point in the whole range of theology which 
has inflicted more injury upon the human mind 
and caused more distress than the doe- 
trine that there is a mysterious 
sin which any one may ignoran com- 
mit and never escape the eternal wrath of an 
offended God. The miserable sufferers them - 
selves never know what it is or!f they imagine 
they do are afraid to reveal their knowledge. 
One poor girl, whose anguish of mind was pit- 
lable to witness, informed me in answer to in- 
quiries that it was ‘‘too horrible to mention.’’ 
But cases of insanity are met with also 
among persons possessed of either ofthe two 
other temperaments and asin those which I 
have already referred tothe type of menta) de- 
rangement which results is marked toa great 
extent by the characteristics which are nor- 
mally present, 
Thus in the sanguine temperament the ex- 
ression of countenance is cheerful and hope- 
ul and activity characterizes all move- 
ments of the body. There are

and briJliancy, and while any particular bent 
is followed a great deal of energy is shown. 
The love of pleasure predominates, but the 

leasure must be frequently varied or sat 
ssoon produced. Inconstancy is a predomi- 
nating feature. resolutions are formed 
but to be broken. Friendships are readily 
contracted to be soon abandoned for others, 
which in their turn are ily given up. 
In love, the individual of sanguin 
temperament is fickle and  faithiess, 
caring less for his honor than his 
pleasure.

The short interest in June is 
placed at between 250,000 and 300,000 bu, 
small as most of the speculation has 
been in the more deferred options. It 
is said that most of this June wheat 
is coming from a couple of millers here who 
sold it short sometime ago, and that half of 
the long contracts are in the hands of Booth & 
Sons, who probably have it bought for the 
country.

The steady and really active buying of wheat 
by the country of late seems to plainly indi- 
cate that the countryman has finally made up 
his mind that the crop is in a bad way. They 
thought that bright sunshine an warm 
weather following the rains would bring the 
plant forward and improve its condition 
greatly. According to nearly all the latest ad- 
vices received here this improvement has not 
taken place. In some sections the wheat plant 
has shown a remarkable recovery from what 
had looked like an utter failure of the crop, 
but the general run of reports are right to the 
contrary. Where the plant has headed 
out the heads are said to be short and 
estimates on the average yield are 
being cut down greatly. The next Govern- 
ment report is looked forward to with more 
than usual interest, the bears believing it will 
show a better condition than 72, its May re- 
port’s average, and the bulls are coniident 
that the June estimate will be below 72. It will 
probably also show the average now growing 
winter wheat, after deducting the acreage 
ploughed up. This report will be out prob- 
ably next Saturday.

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STRIKE IN THE MIAMI. 

From the Miami come most encouraging re- 
ports. During the week ore has been discov- 
ered at a point nearly sixty feet away from 
that at which it was first found, and the sup- 
position is that it is a part of 
the same body. Ore was first struck 
in a raise from 1 drift of 
the lower level. The raise was afterwards 
connected with the shaft by a direct drift, and 
it is in a cross-cut from the latter that the new 
one has*been found. During the past week 
the Miami has been shipping from 10 to 
12 tons of ore per day. The ore is of 
very good grade, averaging about 30 ounces 
in silver, and carrying a very fair percentage 
of lead. Recent shipments have as 
sayed as high as 2-l10ths of an ounce 
in gold. The President mine in the 
St. Kevin district continues to do 


well. The mine is located upon a fissure vein 
of enormous size. It has already been opened 
for a distance of 500 feet In the vein, anda re- 
cent cross-cut shows a distance of over 40 feet 
between walls. The walls of the vein are both 
of granite, smooth and well defined, and the 
vein filling is decomposed granite, whieh has 
become mineralized with iron pyrites, carry- 
ing silver and gold. 
A MILL FOR THE PRESIDENT. 

The whoie vein material is low grade ore, 
and all would pay to mill if the com- 
pany had a mill located at the 
mine. The present mill is a well-equipped 
one of fifty tons per day capacity but is located 
at a distance of two miles from the mine. The 
cost of transporting the ore is such a charge 
that much ofthe very low-grade stock will 
not stand it. The company will erect a mill at 
the mine if ever the latter makes enough 
watertorunit. There is not enough’ surface 
water in the immediate vicinity of the mine 
to run a mill. The 
is now running about fifty 
grade ore daily, dressing it at the mill and 
shipping the concentrates to Denver. A small 
amount ofore, about 100 tons per month, 
is of sufficiently high grade to 
be nme 4 to the smelters. 
At time the company 
is doing considerable development work in 
the vein. The present working shaft is only

prospecting purposes. Later a new working 
shaft will be put down. The President Co. 
is now employing a force of thirty-five men 
in the mine, but this number is shortly to be 
reduced. The recent strike which was made 
in the Amity claim did not prove to amount to 
much, only about three hundred tons of ore 
being taken out.

The United States is divided into twelve di- 
visions, each under an inspector-in-charge. 
The headquarters of these divisions, where the 
inspectors-in-charge have their offices, are at 
Boston, New York, Philadelphia, Washington, 
Atianta, Austin, Tex.; San Francisco, Port- 
land, Ore.; Denver, Chicago and St. Louis. 
Under each inspector-in-charge is a force of 
ordinary inspectors, who report to him every 
day by mail or telegraph, no matter where 


they may be. The duties of the force are the 


inspection of post-offices, the leasing of build- 
ings for postal purposes, the examination of 
the bonds of postmasters, the investigation of 


all complaints against postmasters or clerks in 
railway mall service, to determine the ne- 
cessity of et yrange star-routes (stage lines 
ng mali) or their discontinuance, the es- 
hment or discontinuance of post-offices, 
and last ot all the investigation of all viola- 
tions of the postal laws. 

No postmaster in the country knows at what

MONBY BY MAIL. 

The inspectors say that itis not only risky 
but very wrong for persons to send loose 
money by mail. It places temptation con- 
stantly in the way of employes who are not 
highly paid and who, like all other peo- 
ple, sometimes fall into financial stress. 
The devil is always at the poor 
man’s elbow,’’ and sometimes a poor fei- 
low will yield to sudden temptation. He 
may not be caught that time, but it he steais 
once he is sure to do it again and is sure to be 
caught. Indeed, so perfect is the mail system 
now that it would be difficult for an employe 
to tamper with even a single letter without be- 
ing detected. The track of every letter mailed 
every day in the whole United States is known. 
It you drop a letter at 2 p. m. in the mail-box 
at the corner, for example, of Michigan and 
Robert streets, addressed to Philadelphia, a 
postal inspector can tell you the name of every 
person who touched that letter, and the hour 
and minute when he touched it, until its final 
delivery at the Philadelphia address. 

Another kind of fraud sometimes attempted 
upon the mails is a falsified inclosure in 
a registered envelope. A man living at a 

ost-office in Dakota sent a registered letter to 

t. Louis. In his letter he said: ‘‘Enclosed

ou will find 577. 70. When it reached its des- 
ination the letter contained only $2.70, being 
apparently $75 short. pa step ofthe letter 
was traced back to the sending office without 
discovering anything wrong. The inspector 
went to the little Dakota post-office, which 
was at a town consisting of about three build- 
ings. His character was that of an old soldier 
—a true character, by the way—who was look- 
ing for a homestead plot of land. The 
sender of the letter was a land agent and the 
old soldier soon made his acquaintance. He 
was shy at first and wouldn't sell his services 
to secure land. At last, however, the old 
soldier was invited to the land agent’s office 
to make a deal. 

Now, the envelope inclosed in the registered 
pecans contained, beside the . 70 and the 
etter, a half sheet of paper, irregularly torn 
across, as though some writing had been torn 
off it. This paper looked like a half sheet of 
ere . The envelope also con- 
tained a plece o n paper like that used 
for newspaper wrappings. 

When the old soldier entered the land- 
shark’s office he found on the desk some of 
that very ‘‘copy’’ paper, and presently the 
other half of the torn sheet met his eye.

If he lives and works in a small 
town he very probably is regarded as a shin- 
ing exemplar, and his fallis allthe more dis- 
tressing. Such a young man usually breaks 
down, confesses and pleads for mercy, but

Very fete melt the official heart. They nearly 
all get the full benefit of the law. Any weak- 
ness in the res power would soon rob 
the mails of their security and the Post-office 
people know it, and that is why they are 
against all compromise. 


A FEAST FOR THE CELESTIALS. 


The Experience of a Western Barbarian at 
the Chinese Delmonico in New York.

NEW YORK, May 30.—The party numbered a 
novelist, a journalist and a poet and two 
ladies, likewise literary folk more or less 
known tothe world. The time was 6 o’clock 


on a rainy night and the place was the Chin- 
nese quarter of New York, better known as 
the Bend, where Mott street debouches into 
Park Row. g 

Picking their way among the pools and pit- 
falls of the narrow sidewaik, the party halted 
before an ancient tenement, somewhat more 
dilapidated than ite neighbors, whose door- 
post bore a legend in excellent Chinese—if one 
could but have deciphered it—informing the 
hungry waytarer that here he might eat and 
be filled. 

The novelist,to whose experience in Chinese 
cookery the rest of the party humbly sub- 
mitted themselves, led the way into the dusky 
interior. Mounting one flight of stairs, he 
ushered bis companions into a large, square, 
front room uncarpeted and furnished witha 
number of plain wooden tablesand stools. 
Near a window in one corner ot the room one 
of the tables was set forth witha number ot 
curious dishes. Here the party seated them- 
selves and prepared for what was to follow. 

Two clocks and a stove, together with the 
tables and stools, were the only strictly Occi- 
dental appurtenances which the room con- 
tained. In the left-hand corner of the apart- 
mentstooda broad, short lounge or divan 
piled high with pillows and fur- 
nished with a tray containing a miscellaneous 
assortment of needles, jars, J pipes, and a 
lamp which was kept constantly burning. 
It was occupied at present by a large, plump 
specimen of the Oriental, who lay at length 
lazily manipulating needle and pipe, and 
presently the faint, insipid odor of opium 
circled through the place. 

In the opposite corner upon a number of 
shelves was arranged a marvelons array of 
crock calculated toset a keramomaniac 
wild. onderful tureens, decorated with 
intertwisted dragons, snakes, dwarfed foliage 
and monstrous humanity, bowls of all 
shapes and sizes, jars, pots, saucers and 
utensils whose use would puzzle any but 
a Chinese, were displayed to the admira- 
tion of envious eyes. Below these again 
were metal utensils of multitudinous shapes, 
chafing dishes, fish-shaped to contain fish; 
plates, fowl-shaped, to hold fowl, an 
many formed to contain the nondescript 
ee which so largely make up a Chinese 
meal. 

Near at hand was the counter for what in 
English would be the cashier, with the count- 
ing frame, ink-pot and brush and account 
books. Over this presided a fat, jovial-looking 
Celestial who had evideatly thriven upon the 
entertainment of his own house. Back of the 
main apartment the kitchen displayed to 
view a perplexing maze of articies, wholly 
nameless to a estern understanding, the 
whole pervaded by a mouth-watering perfume 
and a suggestive sound of frying and frizzling. 

Before each of the party was set a cup of 
delightful tea—many times replenished dur- 
ing the meal—chop-sticks, and, as a conces- 
sion to English ignorance, a very small plate 
and a fork. 

The first dish brought on wasthe famous 
Nut-chi-ki. In cold words, it is a preparation 
of fowl, pork, Chinese mushroons and a nut 
somewhat similiar toachestnut. In absolute 
fact it is the original ambrosia—the true food 
of the gods, in whose luscious sauce Jove’s 
beard was daily dipped. Its taste and flavor 
are simply indescribable—Enzlish has no 
synonym for it, adjectives are feeble and in- 
sulting. One of the ladies observed in pass- 
ing her saucer for a second beip that it was 
‘*heavenly.’’ The novelist, to whom the ob- 
servation was addressed, had no audible re- 
ply to make; with his mouth full be could do 
nothing but reply fervently with his eves. 
The poet devoured in silence; he had found 
something for which there is no rhyme. 

Following this came Foy-yung-darn, an 
omelet, of which it may be said that no Occli- 
dental chef d’@uvre could ever compare with 
this Oriental work of art in eggs. The Chi- 
nese chef had no rival except in his own 
country. Then came chow-chopsuy, another 
mysterious mixture, after eating of which the 
— expressed his opinion that nature had 

one him wrong in not giving him two stom- 
achs. Marvelous comestibles now followed 
each other in rapid succession, and the diners 
were reduced to a condition of silent content- 
ment.

Those who have 
noticed electric wires apparently failing to 
beige Pe ee dirty, sa g and unsightiy— 
can of their own observation verify this sta 
ment. Nowall metallic conductors of elec- 
tricity are dangerous in times of electric 
storms. What must be thought of a hundred 
or more wires stretched from post to post—a 
possibie distance of 150 feet—heavily charged, 
and allof them swinging within a few inches 
of each other? If the weather be cold and 
sleety the iron wire will contract, While 
the ragged, insulated copper wire sags 
more than usual on account of the additional 
weight.

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THE PROPOSED FLAD SYSTEM. 


10,000 main wires and cables, which supply 
2 to a full 100,000 miles of wires in the 
city. This stretch of wire—enough if fastened 
endto end to pass four times around the 
earth at the equator—is all hung on poles, 
within a few feet of the ground. It crossés and 
recrosses itself like a spider’s web, is unsight- 
ly at all times, a great source of danger, es- 
pecially in wetorsleety weather, a serious 
annoyance to firemen in their work, and yet 
is on the increase, and is more and more to 
be feared. The principal danger is from elec- 
tric light wires. Whenthis system was first 
introduced in St. Louis these were thoroughly 
insulated, hence fires caused by them were 
few. In the course of months and years, how- 
ever, that insulation has worn off and become 
ragged, and electricity oarried by the wires 
readily passes into any conductor. If acir- 
cuit is formed, lite and property are en- 
dangered.

The Fire Department is seriously hampered 

by these wire meshes. 
CHIEF LINDSAY 

has often remarked: ‘‘We are often very seri- 
ously annoyed at fires by the necessity we are 
under of cutting wires so that we may effect- 
ually do our work. Sometimes this takes 
fifteen or twenty minutes, and time, you 
know, in such cases is valuable.’’

DANGEROUS DEAD WIRES. 

There are classes of wires in the ci over 

which the authorities have no contro ead 

and private wires—and these are unquestion- 


clate the effects of 
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ably the most dangerous ofall. In the former 
class are all those wires not in use, which be- 
longed to a company now passed out of ex- 
istence. These are to be found everywhere. 
They are strung over housetops, streets and 
rong with no regard for the rights of people 
or the safety of life and property. Many of 
them have broken, corroded, and, lapping 
other wires, their ends are innocentilv dangling 
to the earth awaiting a rainstorm, a complete 
electric circuit and an order-loving citizen. 
Then of course their mission will have ended, 
and there will be fewer lots for sale in the cem- 
etery. 

Private wires are indicated by the name and 
need no description. There are hundreds of 
miles of them in St. Louis. No set rule governs 
their location, nor does any ordinance. They 
stretch over house-tops, back yards and 
streets in every direction. So long as in use 
they are usually kept in place, but when no 
longer needed they become dead, receive no 
attention and are liable at any time to come in 
contact with electric wires, perfect a circuit 
and carry death or a fire along their line. 
Such a thing, so far from being impossible, is 
easy of accomplishment. A great many . 
ple have learned to their sorrow that dead 
wires may live again. 

A large majority of private wires, stretched 
from saloons to disreputable houses. are 
placed without any considerations of life or 
property. They are unquestionably con- 
venient to those interested, but whether they 
are or not, the city has no ordinance — | 
the authorities to control them. A case II- 
lustrative of this is that of the proprietors of 
the Grand Opera and Olympic theaters, who 
desired to put in private wires. They re- 
ceived from W. W. Murray a special’permit to 
do so, agreeing to furnish the city with a 20, 
000 indemnity bond, They then inquired into 
the city’s control over private wires, learned 
that no ordinance touched that point and 
hence their wires sre up and the city has no 
bond. Their case is that of owners of private 
wires generally in St. Louis. 

Such is the condition of St. Louls with 
reference to this important matter. No other 
city on the American Oontinent is equally 
cursed and endangered bythe same cause. 
The thoroughly drilled and equipped fire 
department answers every alarm and, pre- 
pared for emergencies, take with it shears in 
addition to the apparatus. Theseshears are 
indispensable, for wires must be cut. St. 
Louls, with the most perfect sewerage system 
on earth, with lice and fire departments 
which are justly the pride of her citizens, pee 
allowed great spider-webs of iron, steel dnd 
copper to cover her.

THE FAIR SEX AND THE HARD OUTSIDE 
WORLD. 


Her Peculiar Behavior Outside of Her House- 
hold—A Street-Car Conductor’s Piaint— 
The Fxperience of an Exemplary Husband 
—At the Matinee—On the Elevated Roads 
Some Curious Facts,

The newspaper method is rather scientific than 
philosophic. It gathers facts. It cannot al- 
ways educe theories and spend time with 
broad conclusions. The attempt here is to 
gather some facts concerning the opinion of 
practical men who come in daily contact with 


women. 

Do you,“ I asked of an intelligent car oon - 
ductor, ‘‘find women passengers more con- 
siderate than men?’’ 

„Well, sir,“ he answered, as to that 1 
must tell you that I'd rather carry ten loads of 
men than one load of women. I guess 
every man on this reute will tell you 
pretty much the same—h@ braces up 
for the afternoon trips when the women are 
coming back from their shoppin’. You see, 
the women never seem to know whether they 
want to stop the carornot. They don’t have 
any change when they get on, and they never 
stop foracrowd. It isn’t once in six months 
that a man hands me a $10-billto take 5 cents 
out of it. But I never had an afternoon trip 
that a woman don't do tt, and UI can’t 
make the change without robbing my- 
self, she says: Well, 1 should 
think the company ought to have 
some consideration for passengers.’ Well, 
sir, on a rainy day you can see em at their 
best.

Yes, Is’ pose a woman is more deli- 
cate than a man. nyway, I've always heard 
80; but I never saw a man put 
his money in his mouth. Tou see, 
a man’s got a kind of feelin’ that money can’t 
be very clean. You don’t ever know what 
kind of a pocket or a fist it’s been in last. But 
a woman, en she’s divin’ into her purse 
for change, slaps the bill or the 50-cent piece

AN INCONSIDERATE MOB. 

‘*‘T went the other day with my wife,“ said 
an exemplary husband to me, ‘‘toone of our 
biggest bazaars om the corner of two 
avenues.

Last winter the opera matinees at the Metro- 
politan were unique scrimmages for the few 
men who attended. The women pushed and 
acrambled at the doors. They forgot their 
tickets and didnot discover it till they were 
blocking the whole line; they quarrelled with 
the ticket seller through the wicket; they ran 
all over the house, intruded into the private 
boxes, disturbed each other with their conver- 
sation and merriment, and when it was all 
over pushed and shoved in their 
eagerness to get out. They acted 
like school children who had escaped from a 
tutor. Oncelsaw a <roup of gitle pounding 
on the doors of the Academy cf Music, which 
were not yet o»en, for a philharmonic mati- 
nee. They all had their scores under their 
arms.

4. Who wrote the words Veni, vidi, viel, and 
under what circumstances? 

Julius Cesar, having conguered Egypt and 
placed Cleopatra upon its — as queen, 
marched ainst Pharnaces, son of Mithri- 
dates the Great, King of Pontus, and easily 
defeated him near Zela. He sent to the Roman 
Senate a letter announcing his victory simply 
in these worde: Veni, vidi, vici’’ (I came, 
I saw, I conquered). Some authorities 
say that this letter was addressed to bis friend 
Amintius. 


5. What was the original meaning of the 
word Slave? 

The word slave is aconspicuous example of 
what is called a ‘‘misnomer.’’ It originally 
meant illustrious, coming from the Siavi, a 
people who lived on the leper.

6. What are Accidental Colors? 

_ Accidental Colors are those which depend 
on the state ofthe eye, and not those which 
the object really possesses.

Belisarius was one of the greatest soldiers of 
alltime. Helivedat Bysantium, now Con- 
stantinople, and was General-in-Chief of the 
Emperor Justinian’s army. He was born at 
Germania, in Illyria, about505A. D. Among 
his triumphs were the defeat of the Persians 
at Dara, the quelling of a dangerous sedition 
at Constantinople, the conquest of the Van- 
dals in Africa, and the capture of Rome and 
nearly all of 3 His last service was the 

ulgarians, who invaded the 
empire in 589 A. D. Being falsely accused of a 
conspiracy against the Emperor, he was 
thrown into prison and his estates seques- 
tered. Gibbon says his innocence was ac- 
knowledged before his death, which occurred 
in 565 A. D. There seems to be no foundation 
for the tradition that he was deprived of sight 
and reduced to support himself by begging. 
As a general he was distinguished for presence 
of mind and rapidity of movement. He was 
loyal tothe Emperor, humane to the van- 
quished and patient towards rivals who falsely 
accused him. 


8. How did the term Uncle Sam come to 
be applied to the United States Government? 

During the war of 1812 Elbert Anderson’s 
supply store on the Hudson, near Troy, was 
in charge of Ebenezer Wilson and his uncle, 
Samuel Wilson. Thelatter superintended the 
workmen, and he went by the name of 
„Uncle Sam. The stores were marked E. 
A.- U. 8.“ (Elbert Anderson, United States), 
and one ot the workmen being asked the 


meaning said IJ. 8. stood for Uncle Sam.

2. What event in history popularized the 
word Cabal? 

Charles II. of England had a ministry in 
1670 composed of five members—Clifford, Ash- 
ley, Buckingham, Arlington and Lauderdale— 
and the initial letters of their names spelled 
the word ‘‘Cabal.’’ They were considered a 
council of intriguers, and hence the word 
came to be used as a term of reproach. 


8. What was the Wed of Penelope? 

The Web of Penelope is a work that is al- 
ways beginning—never ending. When Ulysses 
was absent atthe siege of Troy, according to 
Homer, and during his long wanderings after- 
wards, Penelope, his wife, was beset with 
suitors. Being faithful to Ulysses, however, 
and in dread of her suitors at the same time, 
she deciared that she could not decide be- 
tween them until she had woven a shroud for 
her father-in-law.
